He said that those who have been 
opposing the Klan plank or favoring 
a compromise are now leaving their 
positions “ like rats deserting a sink­ 
ing ship.” 
The first open clash on the Klan 
Issue split the platform committee 
wide open.

CLAIMS VIOLATION OF THE SHER­ 
MAN ANTITRUST 
LAW

erai government today tied suit In 
the Federal court in Chicago against 
50 of the greatest oil refining corn 
panles, charging a general conspir­ 
acy among them lo violate the Sher 
man anti-tru st law. 
The court was asked by Attorney 
General Stone who announced 
the 
suit here to prevent and restrain the 
companies from a “combination and 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
commerce, among the several states 
and with foreign nations, in 
gaso 
line, k e ro se n e and other hydrocar 
hon derivutea.” 
The suit was characterized at the 
department of justice as the greatest 
attack ever made by the Federal gov 
em inent on trusts and monopolies. 
Chief among the defendants in the 
suit were the Standard Oil companies 
of Indiana, New Jersey, California 
Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana,* Ohio, 
New York, the Texac company, and 
the American Refining company and 
the Aetna Refining company. 
In bringing the suit Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stone, charging that all of these 
great companion have combined to 
control the production of gasoline by 
a pool of asserted patent rights in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, named as primary defendants In 
the conspiracy to organize and main­ 
tain the unlawful combination 
the 
Standard Oil Companies of Indiana, 
New Jersey, The Standard Develop­ 
ment Company, the Texas Company 
and the Gasoline Products Company. 
The secondary defendants, Stone 
Charges, who have become parties to 
the combination by accepting licenses 
from one or more of the primary de­ 
fendants, are the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Kansas, Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Kentucky, Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Louisiana, Standard Oil of 
New York, Standard Oil 
of 
Ohio, 
Aetna Refining 
Company, 
Clayton 
OII and Refining Company, Charles 
F. Deganahl, Galena Signal Oil Com­ 
pany of Texas, Globe Oil A Refining 
Company, Grayshurg Oil A Refining

Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana,< Ohio, 
New York, the Texac company, and 
the American Refining company and 
the Aetna Refining company. 
In bringing the suit Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stone, charging that all of these 
great companies have combined to 
control the production of gasoline by 
a pool of asserted patent rights in

Sandy larTds planted to alfalfa In­ 
crease in va hint Ion and productive­ 
ness as high as $150 per acre, stated 
Dr. F. J. Alway, chief of the soils 
division of the university farm, at the 
alfalfa and m arl day program held 
Tuesday, June 24th, at tile Crow Wing 
Experim ental field. 
Dr. Alway said that t h e s e sand lands 
can lie made to produce three tons of 
alfalfa per acre annually. 
Lime in 
some form is necessary, together with 
careful preparation and thorough cul­ 
tivation, to obtain the hest stand of 
alfalfa, and that packing of the soil 
is very esnential, especially in dry 
seasons, if the b ist results are to he 
had. 
The alfalfa and m arl day program 
was a decided success from every point 
of view. Three hundred farm ers, from 
Crow Wing. Cass and Morrison coun­ 
ties were in attendance, and showed 
a keen interest in the addresses and 
dem onstrations of the day. 


The program began in the forenoon 
with 
inspections 
of 
dem onstration 
plots, at the experim ental field which 
is located n ear the Crow Wing sta 
lion eight miles south of Brainerd on 
T runk Highway No. 27. 
Fred John 
son is in charge of the field and has 
it 
in 
excellent 
condition, 
winning 
much praise for the various demon 
stration plots tinder his supervision. 
At noon lunch was served by the 
ladies of Crow Wing, who had erected 
a very attractive booth, trimm ed with 
alfalfa. 
In the afternoon the tour of inspec­ 
tion was completed, with dem onstra­ 
tions of various farm implements used 
in the cultivation of alfalfa. 
Follow 
lug this was an excellent program 
of addresses. 
County Agent E. O. Hot It spoke on 
th* 
inoculation of alfalfa seed, the 
locating an*' identification of m arl for 
use on the field. 
Each farm er inter 
ested ill this was given a Dottle of acid 
with instructions for its u se so that 
lie might at once begin hunting for 
m arl on his own farm or in his vi 
cinity. 
George Nesom, of the soil division 
of the university farm, spoke on peat 
and m ethods of handling peat soils 
Dr. Alway spoke of the value of a1 
falfa raising on sandy apd peat soils 
along the lilies advised I©* the univer 
gity as shown from the dem onstra 
tion fields. 
E. P. Sealion and P. J. Long, rep 
resentatives from this county, spoke 
on state appropriations for agricul­ 
tural development 
work. 
Doth 
of 
the. e m em bers of the legislature were 
mem bers of the last appropriations 
committee, and are well informed on 
the subject. 
The 
dem onstration 
fields 
showed 
above all else that lime and m arl are 
necessary in alfalfa raising on the 
sandy soils of this section, and that 
phosphates and potash are required 
for alfalfa raising on peat lands. 
T here are nearly 300 plots of a l­ 
falfa, sweet clover, mammoth clover. 
medium red clover and alsike in the 
dem onstration fleVl. 
Some of these 
plots show the t*tte< ess in raising these 
crops with and without marl, ground 
limestone, limestone screenings, pot­ 
ash, phosphate, gypsum and 
stable 
m anures at different rates and in va­ 
rious combinations. 
There are plots of alfalfa there that 
were seeded in 1922. alfalfa and dif­ 
ferent clovers seeded in 1923 and 1924. 
Each tells a graphic story 
to 
the 
farm er that is raising or Is contem ­ 
plating the raising of these valuable 
crops, and are a great help to those 
who have had no experience in their 
growth. 
Forty farm ers of Crow Wing county 
brought sam ples of alfalfa raised on 
their fields for an exhibit of what is 
being done with this crop iii the coun­ 
ty.

and 
showed that alfalfa is being grown 
most successfully here.

THREE TONS ALFALFA YEARLY 


Alfalfa and Marl Day at Crow Wing 
Experimental Field Great 
Success 


Sandy lartds planted to alfalfa in­ 
crease in valuation and productive­ 
ness as high as $150 per acre, stated 
Dr. F. J. Alway, chief of the soils 
division of the university farm, at the 
alfalfa and marl day program held 
Tuesday, June 24th, at the Crow Wing 
Experimental field, 
Dr. Alway said that these sand lands 
can he made to produce three tons of 
alfalfa per acre annually. 
Lime in 
some form is necessary, together with 
careful preparation and thorough cul­ 
tivation, to obtain the hest stand of 
alfalfa, and that packing of the soil 
is very essential, especially in dry 
seasons, if the best results are to be 
had. 
The alfalfa and marl day program 
was a decided success from every point 
of view. Three hundred farmers, from 
Crow Wing. Cass and Morrison coun­ 
ties were in attendance, and showed 
a keen interest in the addresses and 
demonstrations of the day. 
The program began in the forenoon, 
with 
inspections 
of 
demonstration 
plots, at the experimental field which 
is located near the Crow Wing sta­ 
tion eight miles south of Brainerd on 
Trunk Highway No. 27. 
Fred John­ 
son is in charge of the field and has 
it 
in 
excellent 
condition, 
winning 
much praise for the various demon­ 
stration plots under his supervision. 
At noon lunch was served by the 
ladies of Crow Wing, who had erected 
a very attractive booth, trimmed with 
alfalfa. 
In the afternoon the tour of inspec­ 
tion was completed, with demonstra­ 
tions of various farm implements used 
in the cultivation of alfalfa. 
Follow­ 
ing this was an excellent program 
of addresses. 
County Agent E. G. Both spoke on 
the inoculation of alfalfa seed, the 
locating and identification of marl for 
use on the field. 
Each farmer inter­ 
ested in this was given a bottle of acid 
with instructions for its use so that 
he might at once begin hunting for 
marl on his own farm or in his vi­ 
cinity. 
George Nesom, of the soil division 
of the university farm, spoke on peat 
and methods of handling peat soils. 
Dr. Alway spoke of the value of al­ 
falfa raising on sandy and peat soils 
along the lines advised by the univer­ 
sity as shown from the demonstra­ 
tion fields. 
E. P. Sealion and P. J. Long, rep­ 
resentatives from this county, spoke 
on state appropriations for agricul­ 
tural development work. 
Both 
of 
these members of the legislature were 
members of the last appropriations 
committee, and are well informed on 
the subject. 
The 
demonstration 
fields 
showed 
above all else that lime and marl are 
necessary in alfalfa raising on the 
sandy soils of this section, and that 
phosphates and potash are required 
for alfalfa raising on peat lands. 
There are nearly 300 plots of al­ 
falfa, sweet clover, mammoth clover, 
medium red clover and alsike in the 
demonstration field. 
Some of these 
plots show the success in raising these 
crops with and without marl, ground 
limestone, limestone screenings, pot­ 
ash, phosphate, gypsum and stable 
manures at different rates and in va­ 
rious combinations. 
There are plots of alfalfa there that 
were seeded in 1922, alfalfa and dif­ 
ferent clovers seeded in 1923 and 1924. 
Each tells a graphic story 
to 
the 
farmer that is raising or is contem­ 
plating the raising of these valuable 
crops, and are a great help to those 
who have had no experience in their 
growth. 
Forty farmers of Crow' Wing county 
brought samples of alfalfa raised on 
their fields for an exhibit of what is 
being done with this crop in the coun­ 
ty.

specimens and 
showed that alfalfa is being grown 
most successfully here.

Such is the advice of Dr. Elliot P 
Joslin of Harvard university medics 
school who spoke recently in Chi­ 
cago. 
The fat woman who sighs over the 
slim models in the style plates is 
actually wishing she were healthy as 
well as fashionable. 
The man who 
has to take the tailor’s word for it 
that his trousers need pressing is Just 
the sort of victim diabetes is on the 
lookout for. 
And the apparel adver­ 
tiser 
who 
coddles 
the 
fleshy 
by 
heralding modes for the stylish stout, 
instead of insisting that the corpu­ 
lent reduce to the standard model, is 
inviting them to court the dangers of 
the disease. 
For diabetes is typically the afflic­ 
tion of the fat, declared Dr. Joslin. 
Under the age of 50 only one dia­ 
betic in IO is thin, he said. 
Over 50 
only one thin person for every 19 
fat ones is a member of the diabetics' 
society. 
"Much that has seemed odd in re­ 
gard to the distribution of diabetes 
is explained 
by obesity," declared 
the doctor. 
"Brain workers often 
acquire the disease. 
The explana­ 
tion lies in lack of exercise and con­ 
sequent gain In weight."

HUGE FARM FOR WILD 
DUCKS ENDOWED BY 
PAUL RAINEY’S SISTER 


New York, June 25.- As a memorial 
to the late Paul J. Rainey, his sister, 
Mrs. Grace Rogers, has given 26,000 
acres of land In Louisiana to the Na­ 
tional Association of Audubon s o c i e ­ 
ties, together with a large endowment 
to keep it perpetually planted with 
cereals so that it may feed hundreds 
of millions of ducks every winter. 
The gift was announced by Dr. T. 
Gilbert Pearson, president of the as­ 
sociation, wha said if was the most 
important step ever taken for the pr«- 
servation of wild ducks, because of the 
provision for keeping it constantly un 
der cultivation and growing enormous 
crops exclusively for wild fowl. 
The land given by Mrs. Rogers is 
located in Vermilion parish, La,, in the 
heart of the famous winier gathering 
place for wild fowl on the western 
coast of Louisiana. 
It had been part­ 
ly owned by Mr. Rainey, who had kept 
it for his own shooting. 
Mrs. Rogers 
detached it from the Rainey estate to 
give it to the Audubon organization 
arid added a great endowment for the j 
cost of maintaining it as a highly Hail- I 
tivated farm for ducks.

Despite the new system of scoring, devised deliberately to make more 
difficult the inevitable American triumph, and the fact that, with exception of 
the marathon, the maximum number of entries permitted in any one event is 
four, the Stars and Stripes will he up the flag-pole at Colombes Stadium of­ 
tener than the colors of any of the other 41 nations entered. 
If this country were represented by but one team, this might he a risky 
prediction, even with the apparently overwhelming strength of our men. 
Hut 
there are three or four teams over there at Paris, enough stars to win two 
championships at once, if one were held in Poland and the other in Peoria, 111 
In the sprints, for instance, we have eight men who are all so fast that 
if any of them are out of shape at the moment, others can fill their spiked 
shoes, and there will lie no time lost. 
We have a plethora of short-distance 
men, and it really is too had that only four of them can start in that final 
“IOO.” 
Colonel Thompson, chairman of tin* Olympic committee, a genial old soul 
and wonderful sportsman, was particularly enthusiastic on this point as lo1 
sailed on the steamship "America” with "my hoys.” The colonel whispered a 
prediction, “not for publication,” that 
well, he thinks the way the rest of us 
do about this country’s chances of a victory. 
Of America’s short-distance men, Jackson Seholz is hest. 
The "come­ 
back” of the former Missouri star, who was thought to have hung up his 
spiked shoes for good, has been one of the athletic marvels of an age which 
has seen many try the stunt and fail. 
Jack was a good runner at. the 7th 
Olympiad, and at Missouri before that, but lie was out of active competition 
for a couple of years. 
Today he is, without question, the fastest man in the 
world—the records show him to he tin* fastest that ever ran. 
Jack’s 200 
meters in 20.9 ^ e o p d s in the semi-final heat at Cambridge, June 14, will want 
a lot of heating. 
(Tomorrow America’s chances in the longer runs will he discussed.)
